LONDON, June 23.—(7)—Fleets 
of American Flying Fortresses and 
RAF two-engined bombers blasted 
at Axis-ruled Europe by daylight 
today to keep the Allied air of- 


fensive rolling at a mighty pace 
after another block-buster night 
assault into the Ruhr, upon Muel- 
heim. 

The thundering formations of 
Flying Fortresses raced back over 
the chalk cliffs of southeast Eng- 
land this evening virtually cross- 
ing new formations of Briitsh 


eastward. 
There was no immediate an- 


day of the Fortresses, 
bombers, and the waves of fighters 


that crossed the channel to carry 
the air war against the Germans 
to a new climax. 

| The day attacks brought 48 con 
/secutive hours of round-the-clock 
bombings. 

(It was revealed in a Lon- 
don dispatch of International 
News Service that the Ameri- 
can and British air forces 
between them had set up a 
record when they battered a 
20-mile-long area of Ger- 
many’s vital industrial Ruhr 
with at least 4,000 tons of 
high explosive in a period of 
just over 24 hours. 

Muelheim in the bomb-pocked 
German Ruhr was slammed by 
hundreds of RAF  four-engined 
bombers last night, with bombs 
starting many fires that “soon 
joined together” and sent flames 
leaping hundreds of feet high, the 
air ministry announced. One pilot 
reported concentrated fires ‘for 
about two square miles.”

Capital al Expeets 
Strike Bill Veto 


In New Action 


WASHINGTON, June 23.—(/)— 
President Roosevelt, describing 
actions of the United Mine Work- 
ers leadership as “intolerable,” 
served notice today he will ask 
congress for a powerful weapon 
to use in event of another coal 
strike—the authority to draft men 
up to age 65 for non-combat mili- 
tary service. 


The chief executive’s statement 
promptly was widely interpreted 
as meaning he-probably would 
veto the anti-strike bill congress 
has passed. This measure would 
permit fine and imprisonment of 
any person instigating or aiding a 
strike in a government-operated 
war facility. Organized labor has 
urged him to turn thumbs down 
on the bill. 

At the same time, Senator Con- 
nally, Democrat, Texas, co-author 
of the anti-strike bill, urged the 
President to approve the legisla- 
tion and warned that failure to 
do so would “vastly” stimulate 
and encourage strikes. 

Steps Already Taken. 

Mr. Roosevelt said that before 
Johu L. Lewis, the UMW presi- 
dent, and the union’s policy com- 
mittee issued their back-to-work 
order last night to striking miners, 
“the government had taken steps 
to set up the machinery for in- 
ducting into the armed services all 
miners subject. to the selective 
service act who absented them- 
selves without just cause from 
work in the mines under govern- 
ment operation.” 

He added in a statement: 

“As the selective service act 
does not authorize the induction 


s| of men above 45 years into the 


armed services, I intend to request 
the congress to raise the age limit 
for non-combat military service to 
65 years. I shall make that re- 
quest of the congress so that if at 
any time in the future there 
should be a threat of interruption 
of work in plants, mines or estab- 
lishments owned by the govern- 
ment, or taken possession of by 
the government, the machinery 
will be available for prompt ac- 
tion.” 
Congress’ Interpretation. 

Some members of congress in- 
terpreted this as meaning strikers 
might be put into uniform and, 
under Army discipline, sent back 
to their regular jobs with a pri- 
vate’s pay of $50 a month. 

Representative Smith, Demo- 
crat, Virginia, coauthor of the 
antistrike legislation, took issue 
with the principle behind the 
President’s proposal. 

“Membership in the armed 
forces is a position of honor and 
distinction,” Smith said. 

“To use it as punishment for 
unpatriotic strikers is to convert 
the Army into a penal institution 
and would be an affront to our

WASHINGTON, June 23.—(7)— 
Statisticians in the fuel adminis- 
trator’s office estimated today that 
the coal strikes in the last seven 


weeks had cut coal production 
‘more than 20,000,000 tons, and 
War Production 
figured they had resulted in a loss 
of from 75,000 to 100,000 tons of 
steel. 


cuts would mean a loss of at least 
$27,800,000 in wages, based on the 
calculation of the National Coal 
Association that the average labor 
cost of producing a ton of bitumi- 
nous coal is $1.39. Anthracite la- 
bor costs run higher, but no figure

While FBI officials deny any evidence of 
enemy instigation of the riots in Detroit, the 
net result of that tragic outbreak is one more 
defeat for the nation in the war with the Axis. 
For, as a result of those riots, thousands of 
workers who otherwise would have been carry- 
ing on their war duties in the production lines, 
were kept at home through fear of the violence 


upon the streets. 
Thus the immediate outcome of the riots 


was a work stoppage. The same thing, in per- 


haps lesser degree, has happened in some other 
communities. And it is difficult to believe that 
the hidden hand of enemy propaganda is not, 
somewhere, at work. 

On the actual battlefronts, both in the Pa- 
cific and the European arenas of war, there 
is good reason to believe the period of losses 
for the United Nations is about over. We are 
taking over the aggressive side of the conflict 
all-around the world. 

However, as the tide of war swings in our 
favor overseas, it is tragic to see that, on the 
home front, we are suffering far too many 
cefeats. 

The series of strikes in the coal fields con- 
stituted nothing less than a Series of war de- 
feats commensurate to serious setbacks in 
actual fighting. Strikes and slowdowns in other 
war industries have the same effect. Absentee- 
ism constitutes a persisting sabotage of the 
nation. 

And, every time men and women of either 
race permit themselves to be deluded by wild 
rumors into instigating mob violence, they are 
spearheading one more successful attack by the 
Axis foe.

It has long been said it takes a “dry May” 
to make a good crop in the south. This might 
as well apply to June, for, if the crop is grow- 
ing, there is usually enough moisture in. the 
ground to make a crop after it comes up, pro- 
vided, of course, some rain falls from time to 
time. 

Also, cotton is a hot weather plant. While 
the city dweller may swelter in the heat, it is 
producing more cotton, so vital now for the 
war effort, with its lint, oil, hulls and meals. 


Upland corn, gardens and some other crops 
suffer from the hot weather and lack of rain, 
but many thrive on this kind of weather. 


While the heat wave continues, farmers are 
reminded to water their livestock several times 
a day while working, and also to provide them 
plenty of salt. Frequent rest periods with a 
long dinner-time “take-out” will also help both 
man and beast during the hot weather and 
will prevent overheating of either. 

Yes, it is hot, and in some places dry. But 
farmers, as a rule, prefer this kind of weather 
for growing crops.

Confusion Over Words 

Whether due to careless reading or con- 
fused thinking, criticism of a recent statement 
by the new State Board of Pardons and Paroles 
seems to be based upon failure to differentiate 
between pardons and parole. 

The board announced .t would not consider 
applications for pardons for criminals except 
in cases where the trial judge expressed formal 
belief the sentence imposed was too heavy. 

Critics then rushed in with the charge 
that all hope for release from prison was 
thereby denied all state convicts. Which, of 
course, is totally untrue. 

The ruling in regard to pardons has nothing 
whatsoever to do with paroles. Prisoners who, 
by good behavior, earn the right to freedom 
before completion of their maximum sen- 
tences will still be granted paroles, condi- 
tional liberty under which they can prove the 
sincerity of their reformation. 

In fact, under the. set-up today, the chance 
of liberty for the prisoner who deserves it is 
greater than it ever was. There is a special 
parole officer constantly at Tattnall prison. 
There are other parole officers, each with his 
own district, in constant touch with all other 
prisons in Georgia. It is their duty to rec- 
ommend for parole all prisoners who Nave 
so behaved they are worthy of that privilege. 

The only prisoner for whom freedom is 
now more difficult to procure is he who relied, 
with good reason, in the past for the power 
of money or influence to purchase that free- 
dom for him. 

Pardons, under the new regime will, quite 
properly, be more difficult to secure. Paroles, 
for those who deserve them, will be easier.

GOOD NEWS FOR FATHERS 
(From The Tifton Gazette.) 

Recently each new announcement on_ the 
probability of drafting fathers for the armed 
forces contained worse news than the preceding 
one for draft-age fathers. But, in the past few 
days, the announcements have contained better 
and better tidings for the men who have been 
worried about having to leave their families. Now 
a reliable Washington source says drafting of 
fathers may be postponed indefinitely, and three 
reasons are given: First, the armed forces had 
rather not have fathers, their sons and younger 
brothers being better material; second, the 
planned quotas now are nearly full and the new 
crop of 18-year-olds is expected to supply most 
replacements, supplemented by childless married 
men and single men having occupational or minor 
physical deferments; third, is the increased em- 
phasis on aerial warfare and the trend toward 
bettering our present force rather than enlarging 
it. All three of the reasons add up to a smaller 
demand for men in the armed forces in suc- 
ceeding months. The new Army budget for the 
year beginning July 1 calls for an Army of less 
than 8,000,000 enlisted men, and we are rapidly 
approaching that goal.

ITS ROOTS There is a danger that the tensions, increased in 

the past several months, will be broken with vio- 
lence, and because of that fact each citizen, of each race, must 
make it his duty to keep his feet on the ground. 

The tensions are enough. It is important to keep in mind that 

the official reason for the riots in Detroit and in Texas are given 
“false rumors.” 
It is hot weather. Transportation lines are overburdened. People 
going home on crowded buses enter them hot, sweaty, tired and 
with tempers already near the breaking point. It is not easy. It 
requires more than patience. 

False rumors, of course, are not the real reason for the trouble 
in Detroit or in Beaumont. Its roots are in old intolerances and in 
the denial to the Negro of many of his constitutional rights and

privileges. . 
Crowding in cities, on streets, in buses, means that tensions are 
superimposed upon already existing intolerances and ignorances. 
"he heavier burden is on the Negro. That any just person 
must admit. But I also think there is a responsibility om the Negro 
leaders of the east, and some in our own region, which they are 
meeting. : 
There are some of these leaders, intelligent and impatient, who 
have been joined by some uncompromising white advisers, who 
say they will legislate prejudice and intolerance out of existence. 
They say the laws are behind them. They are right. They say 
the economic discrimination against the Negro is contrary to the 
principles upon which this nation was founded. They are right. 
But they are terribly and tragically wrong when they refuse 
to see that the catching up of public opinion with an enlightened 
law must, for the most part, be a slow process. It must be: that 
or be a bitter, blood-letting with much the same results in the end.

It would be far more credit to 
us had this progress of the Negro toward a more definite citizen- 
ship been more accelerated, had that position clearlyentitled him 
to life, liberty and the pursuit of happiness. But we deal with 
human nature and human weaknesses. 

The Negro’s right to employment, to housing, to better schools 
have all been lately acknowledged and that right sustained by the 
courts. This is but one of the more recent advances.- More im- 
portant, the machinery for obtaining these things has been estabd- 
lished. 

Today the Negro is not merely better off than any other mi- 
nority race in the world. He is better off than he has ever been 
before. His chances of employment on an equal basis are better, 
and are growing better each day. Old prejudices against him in 
the armed services are decreasing Injustice against him is surer 
of an airing in the press and of a strong defense. 

It is not enough, but it 1s something. 

What I do think important is that those persons, white and 
colored, who demand that we suddenly play God and abolish 
ignorance and prejudice and intolerance by fiat; who teach that 
these things can be obtained by the signing of a piece of paper; 
who day in and day out remind the Negro of the wrongs done him 
and of the .affering of his race without once encouraging him to 
think not merely of the gains he has made, but of those he is 
making and will make, are very real enemies of the Negro and 
his future. Thev are not his friends. 

Neither presidents, nor kings, nor great and influential per- 
sons can reach into human minds and remove prejudice and in- 
tolerance therefrom. Court may hand down decrees, presidents 
and kings and dictators may issue executive orders. They are 
meaningless unless the people accept them. Only the continuing 
enlightenment of the human mind can make it possible. 

Do not listén to false rumors. The rumor of rape in Beaumont 
was not true. The rumor of killings and beatings which set off 
the Detroit riots were not true. Yet for days the people believed 
them. 

It is hot weather. It is difficult to think straight and to keep 
tempers cool. It is a time for honest, decent men and women of 
both races to take a long view.

Our nation began its existence handicapped and endangered by 
a problem which no one had the courage to solve. The solution was 
postponed 

The problem might have been solved at any time by men of 
wisdony and patriotism and moral courage, but for want of such 
men if was ignored or evaded, generation after generation. until 
it aroused such passions that no solution was possible except by 
a bloody civil war. 

Now we face another problem, almost equally grave. Again 
our safety depends upon finding the solution that is just and right. 
And again the problem is unsolved for want of leaders possessed 
of wisdom, moral courage and patriotism. 

The events of every passing week make it increasingly clear 
that failure to solve the problem will prolong the war and multiply 
our sacrifices, and may at last cost us the victory. 

The problem is that of labor—those workers, organized in 
unions, who give first allegiance to their leader. And the question 
to be answered, once for all, is whether working men thus organ- 
ized are a privileged class, with lawful right to do things for which 
ordinary citizens are punished, and exempt from restrictions, du- 
ties and sacrifices which are imposed upon others in time of war. 

Why should one citizen be drafted to fight and die on foreign 
soil or on the seas, while another, whose service is equally neces- 
sary to the nation’s safety, is free to quit work or to win conces- 
sions from his government by threat? 

The question does not concern the normal rights of free men. 
The question is whether any man, or any group of men, can possess 
rights that injure or weaken or endanger the nation while it is 
fighting for its life 

The emergency bill passed by the lower house on June 4 treats 
one of the symptoms, but the problem is too big to be solved by 
stop-gap legislation.

HYDE PARK, Tuesday.—As I came out of our gate on Sunday 
I was interested to see quite a group of young people on bicycles. 


That is reminiscent of Europe. 


It may be that the shortage of 


gasoline will start our young people really trav- 


eling by bicycle. 


I know of few better ways 


of seeing the country if you do not try to cover 


too much territory. 


In the lake district of Great Britain every 
year in the holidays you can see young people 
bicycling in groups, staying in the most inex- 
pensive inns, revelling in the scenery, seeing 
houses wheré great poets lived, and getting an 
idea of the scenes which inspired some of their 


poems. 


We are becoming old enough in this 


country to provide enough places of historical 
interest in small areas for people to take either 


bicycling or walking trips.
